1 am writing in response to your request for a status update of your pending request with the U.S. Office 
of Special Counsel (OSC). Your request is 7 of 119 pending request in our processing queue. OSC 
generally processed request on a first come first serve basis. 

In reviewing your request for processing, 1 would like to discuss possible narrowing of your 
request. As you may or may not know at this point, in narrowing we are able to focus on specific 
records or areas you may be more specifically interested in; lowering the volume of records processing 
and review needs. This narrowing method increases the agency’s ability to respond to a request in a 
timely and useful manner. In most cases, a change in track from Complex to Simple allows EOIA team 
members to process a request in a shorter amount of time, as there are fewer records for review and 
processing. 

In this request, EO-16-0036, we have conducted a search for records, which if processed in its entirety 
will be over approx. 11,000 pages of records for review and processing. 1 would like to suggest 
narrowing the scope to the following:
